The Ledger is permitted to print the 
following extract from a private letter 
written by a former Maysville man to bis 
father in this city: 

Chicago, September 12th, 1890. 
Bryan started out from Lincoln, 
Neb., last night for a speech making tour 
through the South and East. 

If he does not have any more genuine 
enthusiasm than he met with here on his 
last trip. I thiuk he will be greatly disap 
pointed. 

Last Monday was Chicago's Annual 
Labor Day. More than 50,000 laborers, 
members of Labor Unions, were out on 
their holiday. Mr. Bryan was billed to 
speak at Sharpshooters' Park. I had 
never seen him, and actuated also by a 
desire to see the irreat numbers of people 
who would rush hither to hear the "Boy 
Orator of the Platte," I went up there. 
He had been talking some ten minutes 
before I arrived. I immediately went 
around behind the building that he was 
ipeaking from, being a large stand with 
roof and three sides, a platform extend- 
!rom the front. I expected to see 
50,000 yelling people; instead, when I 
ihe platform, within ten feet of 
him. I saw the exact size of the crowd, 
and I do not believe there were as many 
as 5,000 who were in front listening to 
him, and 30 per cent, of tbem were 
The rest were not all in sympa- 
thy with him, for after he tn through 
heard many expressions of men who 
were bitter in their denunciation of him 
for taking that opportunity, when be was 
a candidate, to make a speech. He cer 
tainly bad far from a large demonstra- 
tion. 

The papers next day spoke of the 
"throngs'' that beard him, when not one 
of tbe persons who wrote the headlines 
in the papera knew where Sharpshooters 
Park was They took it for granted a large 
crowd was there and wrote it up accord- 
ingly. 'Tis true, 5.000 is a large crowd: 
isidering tbe circumstances. Labor 
Day and the great advertisement be bad 
that be would speak, and a very beautiful 
day, I know Mr. Bryan was sorely dis 
appointed. 

I am uow convinced beyond doubt that 
with all bis dercagoguery and lying, seek- 
ing to divide tbe classes in tbis country 
by arraigning the rich against tbe poor, 
laborer against tbe employer, that be 
will ntjhfet the vote of Illinois.

Poruami, Me., Sept IS.— The cam- 
paign which culminated to-day in a Re- 
publican victory has been the most 
active known for years upon both 
aides. It has been a apealclnp; cam- 
paign almost entirely, and the entire 
state has been covered. There were- 
five candidates for the office of jovorn- 
OT, who is the only state officer chosen 
by the people, all others being chosen 
by the legislature. The name of one 
of these, William I enry Clifford, of 
Portland, the nominee of the sound 
money democrats, was not upon the 
official ballot and those voting for him 
were qbtlged to write his name upon 
their ballots. The other candidates 
ware lion. Llewellyn Powers, of 
Houlton, republican; Hon. Melvin 
P. Frank, of Portland, democrat; 
Ammi 8. Ladd, of Calais, prohi- 
bition, and Luther C. Hate^ian, of 
Auburn, populist Congressmen, coun- 
ty officers, state senators and repre- 
sentatives to the legislature were also 
elected, The average estimate of the 
republican plurality for governor was 
26,000 to 28,000 as compared with 
about 30,000 la 1804 and 13.30J 
in 1899, but the vote Monday 
throughout the state was larger 
than anticipated and the majority of 
Powara, the republican, is larger than 
the most enthusiastic republican pre- 
dicted, the latest returns indicating 
that it will reach pearly SO 000. In 
nearly every county the county officers 
are republican by much ^ar^er plur- 
alities than ever be ore known, and In 
some counties no candidates were put 
In the field by the democrats. 

In all four of the congressional dis- 
tricts the present incumbents were re- 
elected, with increased pluralities. In 
the First district Reed's plurality will 
be something over 10,000 as against 
8,175 two years ago, while congress- 
men Dingley, MlUlken and Houtelle 
go back to the next congress with a 
much larger vote tnan two years ago.

The mate, fear- 
ing death by drowning, drew his ra- 
zor across his throat and dropped 
dead into the sea. When the bark 
broke up, which she did in an 
hour after striking her crew of 12 men 
clung to the deck-house and went over 
the side with It Five lost their hold 
and were swept into the sea and 
drowned. The oihcrs reached shore 
exhausted and were taken to Peaked 
Hill life saving station and cared for. 
The scene of the disaster Is very near 
where the Italian bark Giovanni was 
wrecked in 1S75, when out of a crew of 
14 only one was saved. The captain's 
name was F. Dellacassa and the vessel 
sailed from Trapani July 81 for Bos- 
ton with a cargo of salt The Monte 
Tabor was a wooden bark of 503 tons 
and hailed from Genoa, Italy. The 
body of the mate was washed ashore 
at Race Point at 9 o'cleck. About 10 
o'clock two other bodies were picked 
up on the shore, one with the throat 
cut This makes two members of the 
fated ship's company who went to their 
death by cutting their throats.
